Even a single million tran-

scends the power of the mind's graep,
and how much more an estimate of
two hundred millions. If Mr. Peter
Cooper's judgment as to Mr. Astor's
aggregate wealth be correct, the latter
died by far the richest man in Amerio t.

Such a fortuue is simply colossal. It
is moreover so much a novelty in the
octal development and growh of this

country as to excite speculation s to
the influence which such vast accumu-
lations of wealth are likely to have on
i i future. Ia these later days la.ge
fortunes have been no common that the
Astor fortune raises no such wonder as
It m'ght have done years ago; yet it is
too stupendous Dot to be contemplated
with a sort of awe by those who make
it the obj- - ct of the;r lives to regard
money iu the mental attitude of wor-

ship. It is certainly the first fortune
of any approximating its own size that
has remained a hertditary possession
in an American family. Our Republi-
can statutes broke up the primogeni-
ture spirit and the custom of entail,

1869 in regard to the 5.20 bonds. By
that act of Congress, at the instigation
of the bond holders, violated the con-

tract between them and the Govern-
ment, and shamefully wronged the
people.-- ; The storv is familiar to many
who have watched the financial legisla
tioa of Congress, but the masses of
people, particularly in the South, are
not informed on the subject, although
I recently tiied to enlighten my con-

stituents on the stump about it.
SufSoe it to say now that those bonds

were issued daring the war, were
bought with greenbacks when green-
backs were worth about 80 cents on
the dollar, atd were payable in green-
backs. Tnat was the contract whioh
the peoplemad- - with those who bocght
th-- m. But in 1869. nearly seven years
ftsr they were issued and sold, the

holders of them got Congress to pasa
Ihw directing them to be. paid in gold,
dollar for dollar of their foe value,
the interest being alo payable in gold,

s all the iuterest oa the public debt i

and tDU the tax-paye- of the coun-
try will have to pay md!i ns of money
to tha bond-hoJde- rs which they never
agreed to pay.

This is a p irt of the legislation to
which I lelerred, as the rich
richer and the poor poorer all the tm
t y fostering a moneyed mopopoly at
tne expense of th - laboring classes.

None of William B. Astor's property
was injured. Oe believed like Mr.

THE ASTOR FAMILY.

Mr. Astor never held a public office.
Flis whole iife was spent in the mau- -

igement of his fortune. Neither of
bin three sons has any businesi pur
suit.

Henry, the youngest son, inherited
the estate of his uncle John Jacob, six
years ago. He married the daughter
of a poor farmer in BarrytowD, Duch-
ess county, against the wishes of his
relatives.

The Astor estate descends to John
Jacob, the eldest son of William B.
He is about, s'xty years old, and has
one sou, William.

It has bea the custom in the Astor
family for three generations to deposit
one hundred thousand dollars in bank
at the birth of a son or daughter, the
money and the interest to be given v
the child when he or ahe became of
age.

Mr. Wm. B Astor had three daugh-
ters, the eldest of whom was the first
wife of Sam Ward. Another was the
wife of Frank i.elan of Grinncl, Min- -

tuir. & Co., and the third is married
to oor. juuu ej iiey . xuo riuu. ri..
Winthrop Chsuler married one of his
grunddaughturs.

Mr. Astor was sharp and exacting in
his business dealings. Aa his friends
expre.-se-d it, "Wheu he paid outs c?nt
he wanted a cent iu return." He was
not so prominent in charitable works
as was his wife, who died a few ye.rs
ago. She was a messenger iu several
charitable institutions, and gave away
a fortune among the poor. She was a
daughter of Gen . Armstrong, and was
related to the family of Alexander
Hamilton.
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The accumulating facts about the
monstrous inefficiency of Napoleon
fll's preparations for the war of 1870
have already exhanated all our capacity
lor being surprised, but still they come
We quota a few fresh Instances of
criminal stupidity.

James E. Euglish is a native of New
Hiven, where he received a common
school education, learned the trade of
a carpenter and before he was twenty --

one years old beeirce a master builder,
Turnii g his attention to the lnmber
trade, he acquired a fortune, which
has been greatly enlarged by invest-
ments in. real estate, in manufacturing
enterprises and in the banking busi-
ness, and he has become one of the
rich : men iu Connecticut. His wealth
has aided in improving and beautify
iug the charming city in which he was
born and bred. He has given largely
to the educational, religious and chari
table institutions of New Haven. His
private charities have been very large,
His mar nfacturing enterprises for
years past have employed thousand- -

of well paid workmen. He has always
been one of the best ard most u?efu
of citiz-ms- . His public life began iu
the General Assembly in 1855, when
he sat in the Lower House, and in
1856 he was in the State Senate. He w is
in Congress for two terms from 1860.

There ho was known as a "war Demo
crat." He voted for the abolition of
slavery in the District of Colnrubi i

lie steadily supported every measure
that looked to th - restorttion of the
Union. He gave liberal iy from his
private means to the outfit, of regi
ments from his nodove State. He was

Some men are foud of
leaving their property to grandchildren
of their own name in order to perpet-
uate what has cost them bo much care
and yielded them such a harvest of
pride; but the instances are few where
the eldest son has taken the parental
treasure, nurBed atid tended it with
even a pious care, aud added to its di-

mensions to his latest year, that a son
of his own might take the augmented
result from his hands aud go on with
the work of rolling it up for a fourth
and even a later generation. There is
little danger that snoh a custom will
be extensively followed. Not every
man regards investments as his father
and grandfather did. If anything is
secure in a new country like onrs it is
real estate, and a fortune largely .be-

stowed in that c'ass of iuvestui'-ut-

may be regarded as perhaps more per
maneut than in any other. The prob-
lem is, however, to fiud a series of
generations every one of which is con-
tent to keep that line, to iive siinpiy,
to work hard, and to make the care of
money the sole business of life.
